To  the  Chairman  of  the  Sanitary  Committee. 

Sir, 

The  death-rate  in  Leeds  during  1897  was  20  per 
i,ooo.  This,  in  comparison  with  rates  which  obtained  in 
Leeds  a  very  few  years  ago,  would  be  regarded  as  eminently 
satisfactory,  but  it  was  not  quite  so  favourable  a  rate  as  that  of 
the  previous  year,  which  was  i8'8,  though  it  was  a  trifle  under 
that  of  the  year  1895,  which  had  been  20'5-  It  is  not,  of 
course,  advisable  to  pay  too  great  attention  to  slight  fluctua¬ 
tions  in  the  death-rate  such  as  occur  from  year  to  year.  It 
is  safer,  on  the  whole,  to  compare  groups  of  years. 

Taking  therefore  the  eight  years  on  which  I  have  now 
had  the  honour  to  report  to  you,  I  find  that  during  the  last 
four,  1894-97,  the  death-rate  has  averaged  19-3  per  annum. 
During  the  four  years  which  immediately  preceded  them  the 
average  had  been  21-9,  an  improvement  of  about  12  per 
cent.  (See  tables,  p.  19.) 

Returning,  however,  to  the  single  year  1897,  with  which 
this  report  is  specially  concerned,  it  will  be  found  that  the 
death-rate  was  higher  than  in  two  and  lower  than  in  one  year 
of  the  quadrennium  which  it  closed,  and  O’J  per  1,000  above 
the  average  rate  for  that  quadrennium. 
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On  the  other  hand,  compared  with  the  four  earlier  years 
(1890-93),  tire  rate  last  year  was  below  that  of  three  out  of 
the  four,  and  1-9  deaths  per  1,000  of  the  population  below  the 
average  of  those  four  years. 

COMPARISON  WITH  THE  NINE  LARGE  TOWNS  OF  THE  UNITED 

KINGDOM. 

Our  death-rate,  which  we  have  called  above  20*0,  when 
carried  to  two,  instead  of  one  place  of  decimals  is  19*97. 
Calculated  as  the  Registrar-General  does,  after  excluding  the

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deaths  in  the  several  workhouses  of  paupers  from  districts 
outside  the  City,  the  rate  is  ig'Sg.  In  comparing  our  own 
death-rate  with  that  in  the  nine  largest  cities  of  the  three 
kingdoms  we  shall,  of  course,  use  his  figures,  and  call  the  rate 
to  one  place  I9'9. 

It  will  then  be  found  that  we  stand  second  in  the  list 
of  these  towns.  First  comes  London,  with  a  rate  of  i8'2, 
then  Leeds  r 9*9,  followed  by  Sheffield,  Edinburgh,  Birmingham, 
and  Glasgow  with  rates  of  21  *2,  2 13,  2 r6,  and  22'0  respectively. 
Manchester,  Liverpool,  and  Dublin  follow,  their  rates  were 
23-1,  24-4,  29-0. 

QUARTERLY  MORTALITY  IN  1 897. 

In  considering  the  causes  of  this  slightly  increased 
mortality  during  1897,  as  compared  with  the  year  preceding 
it,  we  shall  find  that  they  almost  all  operated  during  the 
latter  part  of  the  year.  During  the  first  quarter  the  death- 
rate  was  20'  1 ,  a  little  higher  than  the  average  of  the  whole 
year.  It  fell  in  the  second  quarter  to  i6'8.  The  third,  in 
which  you  will  remember  diarrhoea  was  very  fatal,  had  a  rate 
of  22'0.  The  rate  fell  to  2ro  in  the  fourth  quarter.  I  pro¬ 
pose  to  deal  with  the  health  conditions  in  these  quarters 
separately. 

First  quarter ,  i8gj. — The  death-rate,  which  had  been  1 9*3 
in  the  fourth  quarter  of  1896,  rose,  as  already  said,  in  this 
quarter  to  20' 1.  Measles  and  scarlet  fever,  which  had  caused 
31  and  30  deaths  respectively  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  1896, 
caused,  in  the  one  case,  three,  in  the  other,  one  death  more  in 
the  earlier  months  of  1897.  Diphtheria  and  whooping  cough, 
which  had  caused  10  and  25  deaths  respectively  in  the  closing 
months  of  1896,  were  credited  with  19  and  18  deaths  in  the 
first  three  months  of  1897.  “Continued  fevers”  had  caused 
24  deaths  and  diarrhoea  8  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  1896,  while 
the  mortality  from  these  two  groups  fell  to  13  and  5 
respectively  in  the  quarter  we  are  considering.  The  128  deaths 
from  the  group  of  the  seven  commoner  ZYMOTIC  DISEASES 
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in  the  fourth  quarter  of  1896  was  thus  represented  by  120  in 
the  first  quarter  of  1897,  the  death-rate  in  the  one  case  being 
1 '3  per  1,000  per  annum,  in  the  other  i’2.* 

The  deaths  from  LUNG  DISEASES,  other  than  consumption, 
which  were  495  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  1896,  fell  to  488  in 
the  first  quarter  of  1897,  though  those  from  influenza,  included 
in  these  numbers,  however,  rose  from  6  to  11.  The  deaths 
from  PHTHISIS  were  also  three  fewer,  and  from  diseases  of  the 
circulation,  two  fewer. 

Taken  as  a  whole,  the  death-rate  from  the  causes  specified 
in  Table  A  was  10*02  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  1896,  and  9‘4i 
in  the  first  quarter  of  1897.  The  slight  increase  was  entirely 
from  other  diseases  not  specially  distinguished  in  the  ordinary 
quarterly  returns.  In  this  group  there  had  been  413  deaths 
in  children  under  5  in  the  preceding,  against  477  in  the  quarter 
we  are  considering,  and  this  had  overbalanced  the  diminution 
in  the  deaths  from  the  classified  causes,  so  that  under  5,  from 
all  causes,  the  deaths  had  increased  from  716  to  752.  In 
the  same  way  amongst  those  over  5  the  increase  had  been 
from  1,221  to  1,298.  In  both  cases  the  increase  was  due  to 
the  non-infective  groups  of  maladies. 

In  the  fourth  quarter  of  1896  there  had  been  860  CASES  OF 
INFECTIOUS  ILLNESS  dealt  with  by  us  under  the  Notification  Act 
of  1 889.^  This  number  fell  to  624  in  the  first  quarter  of  1897. 
From  scarlet  fever  the  diminution  was  from  532  to  399.  From 
diphtheria  and  membranous  croup,  on  the  other  hand,  there 
had  been  an  increase  from  31  to  60.  From  continued  fevers 
the  number  fell  from  146  to  61.  From  puerperal  fever  and 
erysipelas  from  122  to  98,  and  from  “other  diseases’’];  from 
29  to  6. 

*  The  rates  are  respectively  calculated  upon  the  population  to  the  middle  of 
1896  and  1897,  but  if  both  of  them  are  calculated  upon  the  population  to  the 
beginning  of  January,  the  numbers  carried  to  one  decimal  place  are  not  altered.

Except,  therefore,  in  the  case  of  diphtheria,  the  number 
of  new  infectious  diseases  reported  had  been  less  in  all  the 
notifiable  diseases.  Notwithstanding  that  the  notifications  were 
236  fewer,  there  were  only  23  fewer  admissions  to  our  infectious 
hospitals, — the  reason,  of  course,  being  that  our  accommodation 
for  ordinary  infectious  diseases  was  fully  occupied  during  the 
whole  of  these  six  months; 

In  the  several  REGISTRATION  DISTRICTS  the  rate  of 
mortality  had  been  increased  in  the  West,  Hunslet,  Holbeck, 
Wortley,  Chapeltown,  Osmondthorpe,  and  nominally  in  Kirkstall. 
It  had  diminished  in  the  North  registration  district  and,  con¬ 
siderably,  in  the  South-East. 

The  TEMPERATURE  of  the  air,  which  had  been  42-89“  in  the 
last  quarter  of  1896,  was  4170“  in  the  first  quarter  of  1897, 
notwithstanding  which,  estimated  by  the  dry  and  wet  bulb,  the 
HUMIDITY  fell  from  81*54  to  7970  per  cent,  of  saturation.  The 
rainfall  had  decreased  from  8-72  to  7-67  whilst  the  DIATHER¬ 
MANCY  of  the  atmosphere,  as  measured  by  the  daily  range  of 
the  thermometer,  had  increased  from  7-94  to  8-49.  The  principal 
changes,  therefore,  were  in  the  direction  of  greater  coldness  and 
sharpness  of  the  air.  and  it  is  not  impossible  that  persons  who 
had  survived  through  the  milder  and  moister  winter  succumbed 
to  the  drier  and  colder  air  of  spring. 

Second  quarter  of  i8gy. — The  birth-rate  was  a  little  (0*9) 
lower  in  the  second  than  the  first  quarter  :  it  was  estimated 
at  32*0.  The  general  death-rate,  as  we  have  already  said, 
fell  from  20H  in  the  first  to  i6’8  in  the  second  quarter  of 
1897.  On  the  other  hand,  the  rate  from  the  SEVEN  ZYMOTIC 
DISEASES  fell  from  r2  to  op.  The  deaths  from  this  group 
fell  from  120  to  90,  there  having  been  25  from  measles, 
against  34  in  the  previous  quarter  ;  15  from  scarlet  fever, 

against  31  ;  14  from  diphtheria  and  membranous  croup, 

against  19  ;  12  from  whooping  cough,  against  18  ;  12  from 
“continued  fever,”  against  13.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
deaths  from  diarrhoea  rose  from  5  to  12. 
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The  deaths  from  LUNG  DISEASES,  other  than  consumption, 
fell  from  488  to  379  ;  in  the  former  number  1 1  deaths  from 
influenza  are  included,  in  the  latter,  24,  that  disease  and 
diarrhoea  having  been  the  only  zymotic  diseases  more  fatal 
in  the  second  than  in  the  first  quarter.  From  consumption 
the  deaths,  which  had  been  163  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  1896, 
and  160  in  the  first  of  1897,  fell  to  143  in  the  second. 

The  causes  specified  in  table  A,  which  had  caused  a  rate 
of  9’4i  in  the  first  quarter,  caused  one  of  only  7*87  in  the 
second,  and  the  death-rate  from  the  remaining  group  of 
causes,  not  classified  in  that  table,  fell  from  iO'68  to  8'9i. 
There  was  a  fall  in  both  of  these  large  groups  both  under 
and  over  the  age  of  five. 

The  CASES  NOTIFIED*  to  us,  which  had  been  624  in 
the  first,  fell  to  492  in  the  second  quarter  of  the  year.  Those 
from  scarlet  fever  went  down  from  399  to  307  ;  from 
diphtheria  and  membranous  croup,  from  60  to  46  ;  from 
“  continued  fever  ”  (all  typhoid),  from  61  to  45  ;  from 
puerperal  fever  and  erysipelas,  from  98  to  83  ;  whilst  the 
small  group  of  “  other  diseases  ”  rose  from  6  to  11. 

Those  TREATED  IN  HOSPITAL  fell  from  202  to  154, 
although  there  were  338  who  were  not  sent  to  hospital. 
It  will  be  remembered  that  during  the  spring  quarter  the 
cleaning  of  the  hospital  generally  takes  place,  and  that  we 
are  forced  to  limit  the  number  of  our  admissions. 

The  BAROMETER  stood  fractionally  higher.  The  TEMPERA¬ 
TURE,  as  might  be  expected,  averaged  considerably  so,  56° 
as  against  42°.  The  HUMIDITY  was  66' 2  y),  against  79^5  %  of 
saturation.  The  DIATHERMANCY,  measured  by  the  daily  range 
of  the  thermometer,  increased  from  8^49  to  1 5*27,  whilst  the 
RAINFALL  fell  from  y6y  inches  to  5 '68. 

The  meteorological  conditions,  therefore,  indicated  an 
increased  warmth,  with  a  greater  dryness  of  the  atmosphere, 
accompanied  by  a  greater  transparency  of  the  air  to  heat 
rays.  On  the  whole,  there  was  not  more  east  wind  than 
we  generally  get  in  the  second  quarter  of  the  year. 


*  Cases  sent  to  hospital  the  following  quarter  are  counted  as  if  notified  in  that  quarter. 
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In  the  second  quarter,  as  compared  with  the  first,  the 
death-rate  was  lower  in  all  the  registration  sub-districts, 
except  Osmondthorpe.  In  that  district  during  the  first 
quarter  there  had  been  three  births  and  one  death  ;  during 
the  second  quarter  there  were  one  birth  and  two  deaths.  The 
district,  as  you  are  aware,  is  so  small  that  a  single  death 
in  the  quarter  makes  a  difference  of  9'2  in  the  death-rate. 

Third  quarter  of  1897. — In  the  third  quarter  the  death- 
rate  rose  from  i6’8  to  22*0,  a  very  considerable  rise.  A 
similar,  though  not  quite  so  large  a  rise,  was  noticed  in 
the  33  great  towns,  namely,  from  i6‘9  to  2i‘3.  The  cause 
is  not  far  to  seek. 

The  90  deaths  from  the  seven  commoner  ZYMOTIC 
DISEASES  in  the  second  quarter,  increased  in  the  third  to 
672.  From  measles,  scarlet  fever,  and  diphtheria,  there  was 
an  actual  decrease  from  25  to  23  in  the  first,  15  to  14  in 
the  second,  and  14  to  9  in  the  third.  The  deaths  from 
whooping  cough  increased  5,  namely,  from  12  to  17.  There 
was  a  small  increase,  from  12  to  17,  in  the  deaths  from 
typhoid  fever,  and  one  other  fever  death  was  reported  of  a 
doubtful  character.  The  serious  increase,  however,  was  in 
the  deaths  from  DIARRHOEA.  These  were  12  in  the  second 
quarter  of  1897,  and  591  in  the  third.  The  greatest  incidence 
of  death  from  diarrhoea  was  in  the  week  ended  August  14th. 
The  deaths  from  this  cause  had  increased  at  a  pretty  rapid 
rate  from  3  in  the  first,  to  123  in  this,  the  sixth  week 
of  the  quarter.  They  fell  at  a  somewhat  similarly  rapid  rate 
to  10  in  the  last  week  of  the  quarter. 

The  deaths  from  LUNG  DISEASES,  other  than  consumption, 
fell  from  379  in  the  second,  to  188  in  the  third  quarter 
of  the  year  ;  the  24  deaths  from  influenza,  included  in  the 
first  of  these  figures,  were  represented  by  5  in  the  second. 
There  was  also  a  fall  in  the  deaths  from  CONSUMPTION  from 
143  to  135,  whilst  the  deaths  from  diseases  of  the  circulatory 
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system  rose  from  13 1  to  132.  There  were  also  fewer  deaths 
from  violence,  52  against  76. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  CASES  NOTIFIED*  as 
infectious  from  492  in  the  second  to  747  in  the  third 
quarter.  The  increase  from  scarlet  fever  was  from  307  to 
473.  Of  the  307  we  had  taken  139  into  hospital.  In  the 
third  quarter,  of  the  473,  we  took  138.  It  had  been 
necessary,  of  course,  in  the  third  quarter,  to  provide  against 
an  increase  in  the  cases  of  typhoid  fever.  The  45  cases 
of  typhoid,  reported  in  the  second,  rose  to  162  in  the  third 
quarter,  and  the  admissions  to  hospital,  from  6  to  60.  We 
had  also  in  the  third  quarter  to  isolate  a  case  reported  as 
typhus.  We  were  thus  compelled  to  restore,  for  the  use  of 
continued  fevers,  the  wards  we  had  borrowed  in  the  earlv 
part  of  the  year  for  cases  of  scarlet.  Altogether,  out  of 
747  cases  reported,  we  isolated  21 1,  as  against  154  in  the 
preceding  or  cleaning  quarter. 

In  the  third  quarter,  in  the  North  and  South-East 

districts  of  Leeds,  the  death-rate  (27*1  and  33- 1)  was  con¬ 
siderably  greater  than  in  either  of  the  two  quarters  which 
preceded  it.  In  the  West  registration  district  (19-9)  it  was 
considerably  higher  than  in  the  second  quarter  (1 5*5)>  and 
slightly  greater  than  in  the  first  quarter  (19*3)  of  the 
year.  In  Hunslet  the  death-rate  (22*0)  was  very  much 

greater  than  in  the  second  (15-5),  and  nearly  one  per 
1,000  greater  than  in  the  first  quarter.  In  Holbeck  the 
rate,  which  had  been  23-6  in  the  first,  fell  to  20'2  in  the 
second,  and  rose  to  240  in  the  third  quarter  of  the  year. 
In  Wortley  the  rate  (19-4)  was  greater  than  that  of  the 
second  quarter  (15-8),  but  slightly  below  that  of  the  first 
(19-8).  In  Kirkstall  the  rate  was  15-9,  considerably  above 
the  13-9  of  the  second,  but  only  nominally  so  above  the 
15-8  of  the  first  quarter.  In  Bramley  the  rate  of  17-0  was 
1  "2  above  that  of  the  quarter  which  preceded  it,  but  1*7 

below  that  of  the  first  quarter  of  the  year.  In  Chapel  town

the  rate  of  10*9  was  *3  above  the  rate  of  the  second,  but 
3’2  below  that  of  the  first  quarter.  A  single  death  in 
Osmoncithorpe  gave  a  rate  of  9*2,  corresponding  to  that  of 
the  first,  and  only  half  that  of  the  second  quarter  of  the 
year. 

Taking  into  account  only  the  seven  commoner  zymotic 
diseases,  the  increase  in  which  was  overwhelmingly  due  to 
diarrhoea,  it  has  been  already  shown  that  the  death-rate 
from  the  seven,  which  was  1*2  in  the  first,  and  fell  to  0*9 
in  the  second,  rose  to  6*6  in  the  third  quarter. 

This  death-rate  of  &6  was  made  up  of  -23  from  measles, 
•14  from  scarlet  fever,  ’09  from  diphtheria  and  membranous 
croup,  *i 7  from  whooping  cough,  -i8  from  continued  fevers, 
and  579  from  diarrhoea. 

This  death-rate  of  579*  from  diarrhoea  was  exceeded 
in  the  North  (7*40),  in  the  South-east  (1074),  in  Hunslet 
(6*93),  slightly  in  Holbeck  (673),  while  the  rates  in  the 
West  (4*09),  Wortley  (5*57),  Kirkstall  (3-87),  Bramley  (3-45) 
and  Chapeltown  (275)  fell-  below  the  average  of  the  city. 
In  Osmondthorpe  there  was  no  death  from  zymotic  disease. 

The  591  deaths  from  diarrhoea,  as  already  said,  are 
equivalent  to  a  rate  of  579  on  the  whole  population,  but 
of  these  591  deaths  562  occurred  in  children  under  the  age 
of  five.  The  death-rate  upon  the  number  estimated  to  be 
living  at  that  age  was,  therefore,  44-02  per  1,000  instead  of 
5-79,  whilst  the  corresponding  rate  amongst  persons  over 
five  was  O' 32.

During  the  third  quarter  the  UNCORRECTED  BAROMETRIC 
READINGS  differed  very  slightly  from  those  in  the  second. 
The  average  dry  bulb  TEMPERATURE  was  63-41°,  against 
55-95°.  The  HUMIDITY  fell  from  66-23°  to  64*92°.  The 
rainfall,  however,  was  the  twenty-fifth  of  an  inch  greater  in

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the  later  period,  having  risen  from  5 '68  inches  to  572.  The 
DAILY  RANGE  of  the  thermometer,  and  consequently  the 
greater  diathermancy  of  the  atmosphere  was  also  slightly 
higher,  15-82°  against  15*27°. 

The  conditions,  therefore,  are  that  while  the  average 
temperature  had  increased  seven  degrees  and  a  half  as 
compared  with  the  second  quarter,  and  nearly  22  degrees 
as  compared  with  the  first,  the  moisture  in  the  atmosphere 
was  14J  per  cent  of  saturation  less  than  in  the  first,  although 
only  a  little  more  than  one  per  cent,  less  than  in  the  second. 
In  the  same  way  the  rainfall,  though  nominally  less  than 
in  the  second  quarter,  was  two  inches  less  than  in  the 
first,  whilst  the  daily  range  of  the  thermometer,  which 
differed  only  half  a  degree  in  the  second  and  third  quarters 
was  more  than  seven  degrees  greater  than  in  the  first. 

Taken  together,  these  conditions  indicate  that  during 
the  second  and  third  quarters,  along  with  a  rise  of  tempera¬ 
ture,  there  had  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the  dryness 
of  the  atmosphere,  a  diminution  in  the  amount  of  rainfall, 
and  an  increase  in  the  disparity  between  day  and  night 
temperatures.  I  have  on  previous  occasions  had  to  draw 
your  attention  to  these  conditions  as  conducive,  when  the 
poison  of  certain  zymotic  diseases  is  present,  to  a  rapid 
extension  of  the  maladies. 

Fourth  quarter  of  i8qj. — During  the  fourth  quarter,  the 
death-rate  in  Leeds  fell  from  22*0  to  2ro.  The  birth-rate 
was  also  a  little  lower — 30*7  against  31*0  in  the  third 
quarter.  Our  death-rate  was  again  slightly  above  that  of 
the  large  towns.  During  this  quarter,  measles  was  some¬ 
what  prevalent.  It  contributed  83  deaths,  as  against  23 
in  the  preceding  quarter.  Scarlet  fever  accounted  for  35 
against  14,  and  diphtheria  and  membranous  croup  together 
for  32  against  9.  In  regard  to  this  disease  I  shall  have 
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something  special  to  say.  Whooping  cough  also  was  more 
fatal,  causing  51  deaths  against  17  in  the  previous  quarter. 
As  might  be  expected  the  enteric  fever,  which  had  been 
becoming  prevalent  during  the  latter  part  of  the  third 
quarter,  and  to  the  existence  of  which  I  drew  your  atten¬ 
tion  at  the  time,  chiefly  appeared  in  the  death-rate  during 
the  fourth  quarter,  accounting  for  41  deaths  against  17  in 
the  third  quarter.  There  was  a  doubtful  case  in  this  as 
well  as  in  the  last  quarter.  The  deaths  from  diarrhoea  fell 
from  591  to  35,  so  that  the  seven  diseases  which  had  caused 
a  rate  of  6*6  in  the  third  quarter,  only  accounted  for 
27  deaths  per  1,000  in  the  fourth.  This  was,  however, 
sufficiently  high. 

Lung  DISEASES  were  also  more  fatal,  causing  535 
deaths  aeainst  188.  I  have  before  drawn  your  attention 

o 

to  the  increased  mortality  from  lung  disease  when  measles 
is  prevalent.  The  influenza  deaths  (included  in  this  group) 
were  8  against  5,  the  deaths  from  consumption  (not 
included)  15 1  against  135.  The  deaths  from  diseases  of 

the  circulatory  system  also  increased  from  132  to  1 5 3* 

The  NOTIFIED  CASES*  increased  from  747  to  1,047, 
although  of  this  number  we  were  only  able  to  take  195 
into  hospital.  There  were  612  cases  of  scarlet  fever  against 
473  in  the  preceding  quarter,  and  we  isolated  119  against 
138.  There  were  more  cases  reported,  but  fewer  sent  to 
hospital,  the  presence  of  typhoid,  of  course,  requiring  us  to 
keep  beds  for  that  disease.  The  diphtheria  and  croup  case*> 

numbered  77  against  27.  While  there  was  no  typhus,  the 

typhoid  cases  numbered  21 1  against  162,  and  we  took  65, 

as  against  60,  into  hospital.  Puerperal  fever  and  erysipelas 
were  reported  in  115  cases  as  against  63,  while  31,  as 
against  21,  cases  of  non-notifiable  diseases  came  under  our 
notice.

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In  the  North  district  the  rate  fell  ri,  to  26-0,  and 
the  zymotic  rate  from  8*8  to  4-9.  In  the  West  the  general 
rate  rose  from  19-9  to  21-5,  while  the  zymotic  rate  fell 
similarly  from  47  to  4-0  It  was  in  the  South-East  district 
that  the  fall  was  most  marked.  In  that  district,  in  the 
third  quarter,  the  general  rate  had  been  33*1,  of  which 
I2'2  was  due  to  one  or  other  of  the  seven  zymotic  diseases, 
and  chiefly,  as  already  said,  to  diarrhoea.  These  numbers 
fell  to  26-9  and  2*8.  The  Hunslet  rate  fell  to  17-6,  Holbeck 
from  24'!  to  22*1,  and  Wortley  was  nearly  the  same,  193, 
Kirkstall  rose  slightly  from  15-9  to  163,  the  zymotic 

diseases  had  fallen  from  43  to  27.  In  Bramley,  Chapeltown, 
and  Osmondthorpe  the  rate  was  below  20,  and  the  zymotic 
rate  small. 

The  BAROMETER  averaged  higher  during  the  quarter, 
and  for  several  days  at  the  end  of  October  and  beginning- 
of  November  there  was  a  disagreeable  fog,  recurring 

at  intervals.  The  morning  and  afternoon  temperatures  fell 
from  63°  to  470,  but  the  HUMIDITY  rose  from  64*9  to 
82-9  per  cent,  of  saturation.  The  mean  of  the  HIGHEST 
READINGS  was  18  degrees  less  than  in  the  preceding 

quarter,  and  that  of  the  lowest  readings  12°.  The  DAILY 
RANGE  was  only  8-5,  against  15-8,  and  the  RAINFALL  was 

slightly  increased  from  5-72  to  6-04.  The  conditions  were 
those  of  anti-cyclone  during  the  great  part  of  the  quarter, 
and  were  exceedingly  favourable  to  the  spread  of  measles, 
and  exceedingly  unfavourable  to  the  recovery  from  the  chest 
complications  which  accompany  it.  In  regard  to  the  pre¬ 
valence  of  enteric  fever  I  shall  probably  have  to  say 
something  in  a  supplementary  report.  Further  remarks 
upon  the  prevalence  of  diarrhoea  I  think  it  will  be  better 
to  hold  over  for  such  report. 

General  remarks. — There  is  nothing  in  the  history  of 
the  quarters,  as  detailed,  to  call  for  any  special  anxiety. 
There  are  weak  points  which  make  us  pi  one  to  autumnal 
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diarrhoea,  and  which,  notwithstanding  the  general  excellence 
of  our  water  supply,  allow  the  frequent  recurrence  of  typhoid 
fever  in  the  fourth  quarter.  I  think  it  will  be  better  to 
leave  my  remarks  upon  these  special  things  until  I  can 
place  before  you  the  complete  history  of  typhoid  in  Leeds 
during  the  eight  years  I  have  been  your  Medical  Officer.

In  order  to  bring  the  foregoing  report  up  to  the  end  of 
the  financial  year,  as  desired  by  the  Council,  it  may  be  stated 
briefly  that  during  the  first  quarter  of  1898  the  death-rate  in 
Leeds  was  I9'4*,  whilst  that  of  the  large  towns  was  20 '6. 
The  birth-rate  during  the  same  period  was  30' 5  in  Leeds,  and 
303  in  the  large  towns.  The  death-rate  from  the  seven 
commoner  zymotics  during  the  quarter  was  2'3,  against  2*4  in 
the  33  towns. 

In  the  first  quarter  of  1897  the  death-rate  in  Leeds  had 
been  20' I,  a  little  higher  than  in  the  recent  quarter.  The 
zymotic  death-rate  in  the  first  quarter  of  1898  was  2*3,  thus 
higher  by  one  per  thousand  than  in  the  corresponding  quarter 
of  1897. 

A  table  giving  death-rates  for  each  municipal  ward  and 
registration  sub-district  in  the  first  quarter  of  1898  will  be 
found  in  the  latter  part  of  the  report  f,  where,  also,  some 
information  is  given  in  regard  to  the  work  done  during  the 
first  quarter  of  1898  by  the  Ward  Inspectors  J.  Some  of  the 
tables  of  the  Special  Inspectors’  work  refer  only  to  the  year 
1897.

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Mortality  in  financial  year  1897-8. — The  m  ortality  for  the 
year  ended  April  2nd,  1898,  may  be  obtained  by  taking  the 
average  of  the  three  later  quarters  of  1897,  whose  mortality 
is  calculated  on  a  population  estimated  to  the  middle  of  1897 
and  the  first  quarter  of  1898,  whose  mortality  is  calculated 
on  the  population  to  the  middle  of  the  present  year.  It  wib 
be  found  to  be  1979.  This  includes  3' 12  from  the  seven 
zymotics,  rqo  from  consumption,  3 '44  from  bronchitis,  pneu¬ 
monia,  and  pleurisy,  and  075  from  other  lung  diseases,  including 
influenza.  These  figures  have  been  checked  by  calculating 
the  population  estimated  by  geometrical  progression  to  the 
middle  of  the  period,  and  there  is  no  difference  to  the  second 
decimal  place,  except  from  the  bronchitic  group,  which 

becomes  3*445  instead  of  3*443. 

During  the  same  period  of  time  (i.e.,  the  financial  year 
1897-8)  the  average  death-rate  of  the  33  large  towns  was 
19-4,  and  their  average  death-rate  from  the  seven  zymotic 

diseases  3*04. 

Mortality  in  the  financial  years  1894,-8.  —  As  the  vital 
statistics  in  my  reports  have  usually  been  made  up  to  the 

Saturday  nearest  to  the  end  of  the  calendar  year,  it  is 
somewhat  of  a  new  departure  to  give  the  mortality  for  the 

financial  year.  On  the  opposite  page  there  will  be  found, 

however,  for  the  209  weeks  ended  April  2nd,  1898,  the 

mortality  as  calculated  at  the  time  for  the  several  quarters  of 
13  or  14  weeks  in  the  four  years  ended  at  that  date,  and 

also  for  the  periods  of  52  or  53  weeks  respectively  comprised 
in  those  years. 

The  death-rates  for  the  several  quarterly  periods  are 

calculated  for  the  first  three  quarters  of  each  financial  year 
on  the  population  estimated  to  the  middle  of  the  calendar 
year  to  which  they  belong,  and  for  the  fourth  quarter  upon  the 
population  estimated  to  the  middle  of  the  subsequent  calendar 
year.  There  would  be  slight  variations  in  the  decimals  if  the 


calculations  were  made  to  the  middle  of  each  quarter,  but  the 
figures  for  the  52  or  53  weeks  of  each  of  the  four  years  are 
much  the  same  as  if  the  calculation  of  the  death-rate  had  been 
made  upon  the  population  estimated  to  the  middle  of  the 
financial  year  in  each  case. 

Death-rates  in  Leeds  in  the  years  ended  on  the  Saturdays 
nearest  the  end  of  March  since  1894,  with  the  notifi¬ 
cations  of  infectious  disease  received.  The  same  for 
the  several  quarters  making  up  these  (financial) 
years.

*  Diarrhoea  was  very  prevalent  during  the  hot  autumn  of  1897,  and  was  followed  by  a  rather 

increased  amount  of  typhoid  fever,  f  See  note  p.  8, 
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Sickness  during  financial  years  1894-98. —  In  the  same 
table  are  given,  for  the  same  periods  of  time,  the  number  of 
notifications  of  infectious  disease  received  since  notification 
became  compulsory.  The  quarter  ended  June  30th,  1894,  *s 
an  incomplete  one,  notification  not  having  been  compulsory 
during  April  of  that  year,  and,  correspondingly,  the  number  of 
notifications  received  for  the  (financial)  year  ended  March  30th, 
1895,  is  for  eleven  months.  The  fact  that  the  number  of 
notifications  has  steadily  increased  each  year  is  nearly  as  much 
an  indication  that  the  spirit  of  the  Act  is  more  fully  complied 
with,  as  that  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases 
of  illness.  The  period  during  which  notification  has  been 
compulsory  has  been  too  short  to  allow  us  to  draw  very 
definite  conclusions  from  the  number  of  cases.

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DEPARTMENTAL  WORK. 


Changes  in  Staff,  1897-98. 

Mr.  Joseph  Marsden  was  on  the  nth  of  February 
appointed  Meat  Inspector  in  place  of  Mr.  J.  W.  Coates,  who 
had  resigned  a  month  earlier. 

Mr.  Thomas  Borras,  the  Sub- Inspector  for  the  West 
Ward,  having  been  appointed  as  Relieving  Officer  to  the 
Leeds  Board  of  Guardians,  resigned  his  position  on  April  29th. 

About  this  time  Mr.  Thomas  Booker,  Sub-Inspector  for 
the  Holbeck  Ward,  was  changed  to  West  Hunslet,  and 
Inspector  Turner,  who  had  charge  of  that  Ward,  took  the 
Holbeck  Ward  for  a  short  time.  On  Mr.  Borras’s  retirement 
from  the  West  Ward,  Mr.  Turner  was  transferred  to  that 
district,  and  Mr.  Geo.  Sainsbury  was  appointed  to  Holbeck, 
13th  May.  He  had  previously  been  a  foreman  bricklayer  at 
Stockport,  and  holds  the  diploma  of  the  Sanitary  Institute. 

Mr.  William  Burton,  Canal  Boats  Inspector,  died  on  the 
27th  September,  1897.  Mr.  Burton  had  been  in  the  service 
of  the  Corporation  for  some  26  years  ;  for  seven  years  he 
was  in  the  Scavenging  Department,  first  as  night  foreman, 
then  as  day  foreman,  and  afterwards  as  night  superintendent 
of  ashpit  emptying.  He  was  transferred  to  the  Health 
Department  in  1878,  and  took  charge,  in  the  first  instance, 

r\ 

amongst  other  things,  of  houses  let  in  lodgings.  In  1888  he 
was  made  also  Canal  Boats  Inspector.  At  about  the  same 
time  he  was  charged  with  the  duty  of  reporting  upon  the 
cubic  space  and  other  sanitary  conditions  of  common  lodging 
houses.  He  was  an  exceedingly  valuable  man,  kept  his  canal 
books  in  a  most  excellent  manner,  and  was  frequently  entrusted 
with  special  work,  such  as  the  examination  of  the  various 
streams  for  pollutions.  He  accompanied  Mr.  Newhouse  in  an 
important  survey  of  the  pollutions  of  the  River  Aire.  He 
had  charge  for  a  time  of  the  Sanatorium  Cottages  at  Manston, 
when  they  were  first  erected.  He  was  always  willing  and 


reliable,  but  unfortunately  his  health  gave  way ;  he  died 
ultimately  of  consumption  at  the  age  of  fifty-four  years.  He 
had  the  esteem  of  all  his  colleagues  in  the  department. 

The  Committee  sustained  a  serious  loss  on  March  I9th? 
1897,  'm  the  death  of  Mr.  James  Hanford.  Mr.  Hanford  had 
suffered  in  his  health  and  from  depressed  spirits  for  some 
months  before,  and  died  under  very  painful  circumstances. 
For  17  years  he  had  been  superintendent  of  the  streets 
cleansing  sub-department,  and  took  great  interest  in  his  work. 
This  important  position  he  had  occupied  since  the  street 
scavenging  was  taken  over  by  the  Corporation  from  the 
Contractors,  and  under  his  management  many  improvements 
had  been  effected  in  the  way  of  accomplishing  the  work. 
Before  that  he  had  served  the  Corporation  as  an  assistant 
Sanitary  Inspector,  having  been,  just  before  his  appointment 
to  the  cleansing  department,  charged  with  the  inspection  of 
food  and  drugs.  Before  that  he  was  in  the  police. 

In  1869  the  late  Mr.  Newhouse,  at  that  time  an  inspector 
of  police,  was  appointed  to  certain  sanitary  duties.  He 
brought  with  him  some  seven  constables,  and  they  and  he, 
while  still  nominally  members  of  the  force,  discharged  the 
comparatively  new  duties  of  sanitary  inspectors.  Mr.  Hanford 
and  Mr.  Thornber*  were  two  of  the  six.  In  1874  the  police 
and  sanitary  duties  were  entirely  separated,  and  these  officers 
came  entirely  under  the  control  of  the  Sanitary  Committee. 

Mr.  Darley  was  temporarily  appointed  to  the  care  of 
both  cleansing  slib-departments,  and  on  October  6th,  1897, 
the  Council  approved  of  the  arrangement  made  by  the 
Sanitary  Committee,  by  which  Mr.  Darley  became  manager 
of  the  whole  cleansing  staff,  by  which  Mr.  Wood,  of  Islington, 
was  appointed  his  deputy,  and  by  which  a  re-arrangement 
was  made  so  that  one  foreman  should,  with  certain  necessary 
exceptions,  be  responsible  for  the  cleansing  of  both  streets 
and  ashpits  in  each  ward  of  the  city.

Other  Work  of  Workshops  Inspector. 

In  addition  to  the  work  shewn  in  tables  IV.  and  V., 
928  additional  visits  were  paid  to  workshops,  and  947  to 
factories,  as  follows  : — -On  account  of  infectious  diseases  35 
visits  were  made  to  workshops  and  10 1  to  factories  ;  for 
wage  enquiry  5  an<^  8  respectively.  Additional  visits,  159 
and  256  were  made  for  drain  and  closet  inspection  ;  21  and 
48  for  drain  testing;  109  and  153  in  regard  to  complaints; 
295  and  163  respectively  on  account  of  non-abatement  of 
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nuisances  ;  304  and  187  visits  were  made  for  other  causes  ; 
and  31  visits  were  made  to  factories  in  regard  to  rivers 
pollution.  He  also  assisted  to  test  drains  on  28  occasions. 
Nuisances  were  abated  in  workshops  to  the  number  of  144, 
and  171  in  factories,  not  including  61  river  pollutions  abated 
at  the  latter. 

Bakehouses. 

The  following  visits  have  been  made  to  bakehouses  by 
the  Ward  inspectors  during  the  year  1897.  Central  Ward 
46  visits  to  34  bakehouses ;  North  73  to  38  ;  North-East  63 
to  32;  East  48  to  12;  South  30  to  8;  East  Hunslet  59  to  16; 
West  Hunslet  15  to  8;  Holbeck  18  to  6;  Mill  Hill  36  to  16; 
West  24  to  10;  North-West  16  to  12;  Brunswick  96  to  28; 
New  Wortley  41  to  n  ;  Armley  and  Wortley  23  to  9; 
Bramley  55  to  13  ;  Headingley  26  to  18.  Total,  669  visits 
to  271  bakehouses.

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Destructors. 

At  Arm  ley  Road  25,370  loads  of  rubbish,  weighing- 
24,  445 ’3  tons  (0*96  tons  or  1 9*3  cwts.  a  load)  were  destroyed 
in  1 6  cells  of  the  destructor  during  301  working  days, 
being  an  average  of  5'i  tons  per  cell-day.  The  highest 
observed  temperature  was  1,500°  Fahr.  ;  the  lowest  550°  ; 
average  1,404°.  The  pyrometer  does  not  register  above  1,500* 
There  were  7,224  observations  taken. 

At  Kidacre  Street  18,911  loads  of  rubbish,  and  weighing 
19,126*5  tons  (roo  tons,  or  20  cwts.  a  load)  were  destroyed 
in  12  cells  during  302  working  days,  being  an  average  5*3  tons 
per  cell-day.  There  were  7,248  temperature  observations  taken, 
the  readings  averaging  1,253°  Fahr.  ;  the  highest  was  1,500°; 
the  lowest  450°.  Pyrometer  as  at  Armley  Road. 

At  Mean  wood  Road  16,194  loads  of  rubbish,  weighing 
15,088-4  tons  (0*93  tons,  or  18*6  cwts.  a  load),  were  destroyed 
in  eight  cells  during  303  working  days,  being  an  average  of 
6*2  tons  per  cell-day.  No  observations  of  temperature  were 
taken. 

During  the  quarter  ended  March  25th,  1898,  16,785  loads 
of  rubbish,  weighing  15,778-2  tons,  or  an  average  of  -94  tons 
a  load,  were  destroyed  at  the  four  destructors. 

The  destructor  at  Beckett  Street  was  not  working  during 
the  year  1897,  but  commenced  working  during  the  first  quarter 
of  1898. 

The  quantity  of  rubbish  burned  during  the  financial  year 
was,  therefore,  57,387-8  tons. 

Street  Cleansing. 

Mr.  Darley  reports  that  during  312  working  days  191,973 
streets  were  cleansed,  an  average  of  615  per  day.  The 
cleansing  of  gullies  was  equivalent  to  cleansing  136,927,  or 
an  average  of  438  per  day.  In  addition  to  this,  42,432  loads 
of  street  refuse  were  carted  away  and  deposited. 
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The  number  of  horse-days  for  street  cleansing  was 
19,344,  and  for  watering  3,570,  being  an  average  of  62  and 
30  respectively. 

The  cost  of  street  watering  amounted  to  .£2,051  14s.  8d., 
for  street  cleansing  £16,399  13s.  id.,  and  for  snow  removal 
£608  10s.  4cl;  together  making  a  total  cost  of  £19,059  18s.  id. 

The  return  for  the  quarter  ended  March  24th,  1898,  shews 
that  work  equivalent  to  cleansing  64,370  streets,  and  49,084 
gullies  was  done.  It  will  be  noted  that  during  this  quarter 
an  amount  of  work  was  done  rather  above  the  quarterly 
average  in  the  way  of  street  cleansing. 

During  the  last  few  weeks  of  1897  (that  is  from  Novem¬ 
ber  1 2th),  four  extra  sweeping  machines,  each  accompanied 
by  a  cart,  necessitating,  therefore,  two  horses  and  two  drivers, 
and  each  followed  by  four  other  men  (three  “channellers”  and 
one  “filler”),  were  put  on,  and  they  continued  to  work  during 
the  first  quarter  of  1898.  On  the  28th  January  four  other 
machines,  with  the  same  complement  of  men  and  horses,  were 
put  on  and  worked  to  the  end  of  the  quarter. 

The  greater  part  of  this  extra  work  was  of  course  done 
in  the  first  quarter  of  1898,  but  some  of  it  appears  in  the 
table  above  given  for  1897.  The  whole  of  this  extra  work 
comes,  however,  into  the  financial  year  ended  March  25th, 
1898,  and  is  equivalent  to  the  working  of  one  machine  with 
its  complement  of  cart,  horse,  channellers,  and  filler  for  108 
weeks,  at  an  approximate  cost  of  £8  16s.  per  week,  or  £950 
for  the  108  weeks.  Although  this  work  was  spread  over  a 
longer  period,  the  eight  new  machines  may  be  regarded  as  if 
they  had  worked  together  for  14  weeks. 

Regarded,  then,  solely  in  connection  with  the  financial 
year,  the  work  done  corresponds  to  the  cleansing  of  222,126 
streets  and  162,171  gullies,  at  a  total  cost  of  £19,736 — the 
increase  of  course  being  largely  accounted  for  by  these  extra 
machines.

Notes  to  Table  C. 

This  table  is  printed  for  the  first  time  in  the  report  for  1892.  In  it  the  causes  of 
death  are  more  detailed  than  in  the  other  tables.  They  are  classified  as  in  Table  A, 
part  2,  according  as  the  deaths  were  those  of  persons  under  or  over  the  age  of  five. 
All  the  deaths  which  occurred  in  the  following  public  institutions  :  the  Infirmary,  the 
Women  and  Children’s  Hospital,  the  Borough  Fever  and  Small-pox  Hospitals,  the 
Leeds,  Hunslet,  Holbeck,  and  Bramley  Workhouses,  have  been  classified  under  the 
districts  to  which  the  patients  belonged.  The  175  deaths  of  persons  who  belonged  to 
no  district  in  the  city  have  been  separated  in  two  columns  by  themselves,  as  deaths 
of  outsiders  ;  these  deaths  are,  however,  included  in  the  total  mortality  of  the  city. 
As  far  as  possible,  the  order  of  the  Registrar-General  has  been  followed  in  the  arrange¬ 
ment  of  this  table.  The  horizontal  lines  correspond  with  the  groups  in  the  Registrar- 
General’s  annual  report. 

Septiccemia  includes  deaths  from  pyaemia  (3),  phlebitis  (1),  phagedaena  (o),  septi¬ 
caemia  (not  puerperal)  (7).  Parasitic  diseases  include  (6)  due  to  thrush,  and  (1)  to 
hydatid  liver,  and  (1)  to  actinomycosis.  Starvation  includes  scurvy  (1),  purpura 
haemorrhagica  (3),  privation  and  want  of  breast  milk,  from  which,  however,  there  was 
no  death,  and  inanition  (59  deaths).  Rheumatic  fever  in  reports  previous  to  1892  had 
only  the  deaths  ascribed  in  those  terms  to  this  disease  by  the  medical  attendant. 
Deaths  from  acute  and  sub-acute  rheumatism  had  previously  been  classed  under 
“  rheumatism.”  A  separate  line  has  been  given,  both  in  Table  C,  Table  A,  and 
Tables  17  and  18,  to  prevent  confusion  and  enable  comparison.  “Rheumatism” 
includes  chronic  rheumatism  and  disease  simply  described  as  “rheumatism”  (see 
Report,  1893,  PaSe  M4)*  Anosmia  includes  chlorosis  (o),  but  not  leucocythemia ; 
deaths  from  the  latter  being  referred  to  diseases  of  the  ductless  glands.  In  malfor¬ 
mations  are  included  cyanosis  (3),  patent  foramen  ovale  (2),  spina  bifida  (17), 
atelectasis  (18),  imperforate  anus  (o),  deft  palate  (1),  harelip  (o),  and  (15)  other 
congenital  defects. 

Brain  disease  includes  deaths  registered  from  such  causes  as  cerebral  congestion, 
cerebral  hoemorrhage,  cerebral  meningitis,  and  softening  of  the  brain.  Meningitis-  includes 
diseases  classified  as  meningitis  (96),  and  spinal  (1)  meningitis,  but  not  tuberculous. 
Apoplexy  includes  all  apoplexies  not  otherwise  defined.  Paralysis  includes  hemiplegia, 
paraplegia,  and  “  paralysis.”  General  paralysis  (9)  is  included  under  insanity,  and 
does  not  include  deaths  from  “  softening  of  the  brain.”  Convulsions  includes  diseases 
so  certified,  and  2  deaths  due  to  “fits.”  Fits  of  apoplexy,  &c. ,  come  under  other 
headings.  We  have  tried,  as  far  as  possible,  to  keep  to  the  old  headings. 

Endocarditis ,  Cfc. ,  includes  valvular  disease  of  the  heart.  “Heart  disease” 
includes  such  diseases  as  hypertrophy,  atrophy,  fatty  degeneration,  weak  heart,  cardiac 
disease  or  degeneration  and  “  disease  of  the  heart.  ”  Angina  pectoris  includes  only 
those  deaths  in  which  the  symptom  but  no  disease  is  stated.  Aneurism  includes  all 
the  aneurisms  so  stated.  Other  diseases  of  the  circulatory  system  includes  atheroma. 
Other  respiratory  diseases  includes  asthma  (12),  emphysema  (5),  empysema  (5),  pul¬ 
monary  congestion  (23),  “lung  disease  ”(4),  and  others  (8).  Diseases  of  the  stomach  includes 
dyspepsia,  hoematemesis,  gastiitis.  Diseases  of  the  bowels  includes  meloena,  ulcer  of 
intestines,  obstruction  of  bowels,  strangulation  not  due  to  hernia,  intussusception. 
Kidney  disease  includes  deaths  from  granular  kidney  (2),  Bright’s  disease  (56),  other 
kidney  diseases  (14),  and  uraemia  (o).  Albuminuria  includes  only  diseases  in  which 
the  symptom  without  any  pathological  cause  was  registered.  Diseases  of  the  urinary 
system  includes  calculus,  hoematuria,  cystitis  and  other  diseases  of  the  bladder. 
Disease  of  the  generative  organs  includes  uterine  disease  (3),  ovarian  disease  (3),  and 
other  diseases  from  the  generative  organs,  male  (15),  female  (5).  Childbirth  includes 
all  the  accidents  of  parturition,  except  puerperal  fever. 

Diseases  of  the  bones  and  joints  includes  disease  of  the  spinal  column,  but  not,  of 
course,  such  diseases  as  spinal  sclerosis,  which  are  now  referred  to  disease  of  the 
nervous  system.  A  comparison  of  mortality  previous  to  1890  is  difficult,  as  the  term 
spinal  disease  was  used  to  include  both  diseases  of  the  spinal  column  and  of  the  spinal 
marrow.  Abscess  (24)  includes  cellulitis  (7),  phlegmon  (o).  Injury  includes  deaths 
from  accident  or  negligence,  homicide,  suicide,  and  execution.  All  other  causes 
includes  one  death  which  cannot  be  classed  under  any  of  the  groups.
